For the above reasons I cannot re­ 
sist writing you and asking you to 
give publicity to this information for 
the benefit of the cotton glowers of 
Webb county.

are justified in going to what might 
be considered excessive cost to make 
this season 
Careful attention should 
be urged to proper cultivation, proper 
weeding and 
thinning, even 
though 
the expense of 
doing so is 
much 
above the average which would seem 
justified in producing a cotton crop. 
Just before leaving I Issued a cir­ 
cular letter to all of our cotton grow-1 
ers urging them to carefully gather 
the fallen squares lying on the ground 
and which may contain the grub of 
the boll weevil 
No expense should 
he spared in gathering these infested 
fallen squares, at least twice a week 
and burning them. 
As explained in 
the circular this should be continued 
as long as any considerable quantity 
of squares 
arc gathered.
